tion liberty at home and dig nity abroad.” 
Sardi-Carnot then receiv ed Gen. Lav ocafc, 
commandant at Versailles, and his staff, and 
afterwards mot and shook hands with repre­ 
sentativ es of the press, to whom ho said he 
would do all in his power to tranquilize the 
public mi ld. 
The ne w president and minis­ 
ters then took carriag es and drov e to Paris, 
the former g oing direct to the Ely see to take 
formal possession. 
He remained there but a 
short time when he proceeded to his own res­ 
idence, in front of which was assembled a 
multitude to tender their joyful g reeting s. 
In response to their cheers he appeared at 
the window and said: 
“ I g iv e you my 
hearty thanks, citizens, and beg you 
to 
prov e by your reg ard for order that you are 
worthy to hav e a republican g ov ernment.” 
At the conclusion of the president’s remarks

President Sadi-Carnot wa* formally in­

A dog’s yelp is the signal to the tear for 
a fight. * Few experienced dogs are fool­ 
ish enough to go beyond the opening of a 
cave to which a tear has been scented 
and to pitch into a tear that has turned 
for light. 
A full grown tear, with his 
dander up, can ward oil half a dozen 
dogs if he can prevent an attack in the 
rear. 
A fair blow from a tear’s paw 
will place any dog in a condition that 
will rob the'subsequent proceedings of all 
interest to him.

though, a bear wall make every etlort to 
get away. 
As a rule, bruin will never 
light a man until forced to, but when he 
does engage in such a battle it will be 
w*ar to the death with him.
